our  country  today. 

U.S.  District  Judge  Tom  S.  Lee 
of  Forest  ruled  unconstitutional 
on  June  1  Mississippi's  legal 
requirement  that  abor¬ 
tions  on  babies  of  more 
than  13  weeks  gesta¬ 
tion  be  executed  in  an 
ambulatory  surgical 
facility  or  a  hospitm. 

Lee,  who  declared 
the  measure  "uncon¬ 
stitutional  as  a  matter 
of  law,"  said  the  leg¬ 
islative  act  was  put 
into  place  for  reasons 
"wholly  unrelated  to 
any  actual  safety  or 
health  concerns." 
m  H.  Keep  in  mind  that 
ns  Jr.  Ihe  law  as  our  duly- 
elected  state  legislators 
passed  at  our  behest 
did  not  ban  abortions, 
an  action  which  unfortunately 
would  have  been  summarily 
ruled  unconstitutional  under  Roe 
V.  Wade,  the  1973  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  ruling  that  declared  an 
unfettered  nght  to  abortion  for 
any  reason  mroughout  all  nine 
months  of  pregnancy. 

No,  the  20m  law  that  moved 
through  the  Mississippi 
Legislature  as  House  Bill  1038 
sought  only  to  ensure  the  health 
and  medical  safety  of  the  mother 
during  the  difficult  and  danger¬ 
ous  circumstances  under  which 
abortions  in  the  second  and 

WASHINGTON  (BP)  — 
Widespread  immorality  in  the 
Unitea  States  could  be  a  key 
reason  for  Islamic  terrorists' 
acts  of  violence  against 
Americans,  according  to  a  gov¬ 
ernment  commission,  a  scholar, 
and  a  Southern  Baptist  pastor. 

The  9/11  Commission 
Report  and  the  book.  Power, 
Terror,  Peace,  and  War,  by 
Walter  Russell  Mead,  have 
noted  that  radical  Islamists 
such  as  Osama  Bin  Ladin  view 
the  United  States  as  the  central 
player  in  a  "war  against  God." 
The  only  way  to  fight  against 
America  ana  uphmd  I^amic 
moral  standaras  is  to  kill 
Americans,  they  say. 

Coinciding  with  me  release  of 
the  9/11  Commission  Report  and 
Mead's  book  was  a  sermon  series 
in  late  2004  by  Jim  Henry,  pastor 
of  First  Churm  in  Orlando,  Fla., 
and  former  president  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  In 
the  foumart  series  Henry  chal¬ 
lenged  Christians  to  restore  bibli¬ 
cal  values  in  America  in  order  to 
glorify  God  and  end  the  provoca¬ 
tion  of  radical  Islamic  terrorists. 

Careful  not  to  justify  in  any 
way  their  attacKs  on  inno¬ 
cents,  Henry  said  it  is  clear 
that  aiT  increase  in  decadence 
has  brought  about  the  recent 
onslaught  of  Islamic  terrorist 
attacks. 
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third  trimesters  must  be  carried 
out.  To  wit:  the  fully-formed 
baby  must  be  dismembered  and 
removed  from  the  mother  piece- 
by-piece,  or  the  entire  body  of 
the  fully-formed  baby  must  be 
wrenched  in  one  piece  from 
inside  the  mother  and  killed. 

Across  the  country,  there  are 
many  documented  cases  of  "sim¬ 
ple"  second,  and  third  trirpester 
abortions  going  horribly  wrong. 
In  Mississippi,  hundreds  of 
women  over  the  years  have 
landed  in  hospital  emergency 
rooms  after  botched  abortions. 


Don't  believe  it?  Just  do  a  little 
research  at  the  Mississippi 
Medicaid  Commission  to  see 
how  many  taxpayer-funded  trips 
to  the  emergency  rooms  of  this 
state's  hospitals  were  necessary 
because  of  "simple"  abortions  — 
and  that  number  won't  include 
emergency  room  visits  paid  by 
private  insurers  or  individuals. 

No  one  knows  how  many 
women  have  died  or  been 
permanently  maimed  due  to 
post-abortion  complications 
and  infections,  but  common 
sense  dictates  that  the  total

"[Ljet's  acknowledge  that 
America's  increasing  deca¬ 
dence  is  giving  aid  and  comfort 
to  the  enemy,"  Henry  said. 
"When  we  tolerate  trash  on 
television,  permit  pornography 
to  invade  our  homes  on  the 
Internet,  and  allow  babies  to  be 
killed  at  the  point  of  birth,  we 
are  inflaming  radical  Islam." 

Such  a  low  opinion  of 
America  in  Muslim  nations, 
according  to  Mead,  a  senior  fel¬ 
low  with  the  Council  on 
Foreign  Relations,  is  precipitat¬ 
ed  largely  by  the  perception 
that  "the  West  has  lost  touch 
with  its  spiritual  rcxits,  that  we 
have  given  our  lives  over  to  dis¬ 
sipation  and  an  I  amoral  search 
for  pleasure,  that  our  societies 
are  depersonalized  and  uncar¬ 
ing,  that  we  ruthlessly  neglect 
the  unfortunate  in  other,  poorer 


countries,  and  that  the  exploita¬ 
tion  of  women  continues  under 
the  mask  of  a  philosophy  of 
personal  liberation." 

In  order  to  combat  negative 
perceptions  of  the  United  States 
and  tne  consequent  terrorism, 
"the  U.S.  government  must 
define  what  the  message  is, 
what  it  stands  for,"  the  9/11 
Commission  recommended. 

"We  should  offer  an  example 
of  moral  leadership  in  the 
world,  committed  to  treat  peo¬ 
ple  humanely,  abide  by  the  rule 
of  law,  and  be  generous  and 
caring  to  our  nei^bors." 

Noting  that  Muslim  nations 
develop  their  perception  of 
America  largely  ftum  satellite 
television  and  radio,  the  com¬ 
mission  continued,  "If  the 
United  States  does  not  act 
aggressively  to  define  itself  in 


figure  must  be  breathtaking 
given  the  number  of  abortions 
mat  take  place  in  this  country 
every  year. 

Doctors  in  Mississippi  are 
not  allowed  to  remove  a 
child's  tonsils  in  such  a  clinic 
setting,  but  abortionists  can 
ply  tneir  dangerous  trade 
there.  As  elementary  as  is  the 
surgical  removal  of  an  appen¬ 
dix,  the  procedure  can't  be 
done  in  a  clinic  environment. 
Yet,  an  abortion  can  be  per¬ 
formed  under  clinic  standard^ 
that  were  never  intended  tp 
address  the  deeply  invasiv'e 
procedures  required  for  an 
abortion  to  take  place. 

We  already  know  that  abor¬ 
tion  techniques  are  frequently 
altered  to  the  detriment  of  the 
mother  when  highly-desired 
baby  parts  are  "harvested"  dur¬ 
ing  the  abortion  and  sold  on  the 
open  market.  We  already  know 
that  many  abortion  clinics  will 
accept  any  woman  imder  any  cir¬ 
cumstances  if  the  woman  has  the 
money  to  pay  for  the  abortion 
(which  is  the  bottom  hne).  We 
already  know  that  women  have 
been  allowed  to  bleed  to  death  in 
abortion  clinics  rather  than  have 
the  clinic  suffer  the  bad  publicity 
of  another  ambulance  parked 
outside  their  building. 

This  federal  runng  means 
more  mothers  will  cfie  along 
with  their  unborn  children. 
Their  fate  has  already  been 
sealed  in  our  modem,  constitu¬ 
tionally-protected  culture  of 
death.  Wnat  a  sad  day  this  is  in 
the  life  of  our  state.  Since  the 
people  are  the  state,  what  a  sad 
day  in  each  of  our  lives,  too. 

the  Islamic  world,  the  extremists 
will  gladly  do  the  job  for  us." 

Henry  agreed,  citing  the 
responsibility  of  the  church  to 
lead  a  return  to  biblical  morali¬ 
ty  in  America.  "[RJeversing 
American  decadence  [is]  an 
urgent  prioritv,  not  just  for 
Christians,  but  for  all 
Americans,"  the  Florida  pastor 
said.  "If  our  cultural  rot  contin¬ 
ues  unabated,  a  Talabanized 
West  may  no  longer  be  a  joke, 
but  a  grim  reality. 

Voting  for  political  candidates 
with  commendable  character  is 
one  way  to  promote  moral 
reform  in  Amenca,  Henry  said. 

"Look  to  his  character,"  he 
counseled.  "When  a  citizen 
gives  his  vote  to  a  man  of 
known  immorality,  he  abus¬ 
es  his  civic  responsibility.  He 
sacrifices  not  only  his  own 
interest  but  that  of  his  neigh¬ 
bors.  He  betrays  the  interest 
of  his  country. ' 

Mead  concludes,  "Inescap¬ 
ably,"  any  moral  reform  that 
changes  Muslim  opinions  of 
the  U.S.  must  "lead  many 
Americans  to  renew  their  per¬ 
sonal  faith  commitments  and 
make  the  moral  and  social 
ideals  of  their  religious  roots 
more  relevant  in  their  daily 
conduct  and  in  their  assess¬ 
ments  of  politicians  and  of 
political  ideas."

Saudis  up  pressure  on  country's  Christians 


WASHINGTON  (BP  and  local 
reports)  —  Saudi  Arabian  police 
have  made  a  wave  of  arrests  of 
Christians  since  May  27,  consti¬ 
tuting  the  "largest  crackdown" 
on  followers  of  Christ  in  the 
Muslim-dominated  country  in 
the  last  decade,  according  to  a 
Washington-based  human  rights 
organization. 

International  Christian 
Concern  (ICC)  reported  it  had 
learned  of  46  confirmed  arrests 
in  the  Middle  Eastern  country 
through  June  1.  The  arrests 
included  eight  Indian  nationals 
who  were  taken  into  custody 
May  28,  according  to  ICC.  It

Nigerians  criticize  report 

KANO,  Nigeria  (BP)  —  Christian  leaders  in  northern  Nigeria  say 
a  report  by  the  state  government  of  Kano  grossly  underreports  the 
number  of  Christians  killed  by  Muslim  militants  in  violent  attacks 
last  year,  according  to  the  Compass  Direct  news  service.  Estimates 
of  the  value  of  churches  and  homes  destroyed  in  the  clashes  also  are 
much  too  low,  leaders  claim.  Compass  Direct  reported.  The  report 
states  that  84  people  died  in  reli^ous  violence  in  Kano  in  2004. 
However,  Methodist  Bishop  Foster  Ekeleme,  chairman  of  the  Kano 
chapter  of  the  Christian  Association  of  Nigeria  (CAN),  told 
Compass  Direct  that  reliable  estimates  place  the  casualty  count  at 
nearfy  3,000  Christian  fatalities.  According  to  the  Christian 
Association  of  Nigeria,  Muslim  extremists  destroyed  church  build¬ 
ings  and  private  properties  belonging  to  Christians  totalii^  nearly 


$1.5  billion  in  value.  The  government,  however,  reported  Christian 
property  losses  of  only  about  $70  million.  The  official  report,  pre- 

gared  by  an  11-member  commission  of  inquiry  appointea  by  Kano 
lovemor  Malam  Ibrahim  Shekarau,  said  160  people  were  mjured 
and  another  1,971  displaced  in  attach  against  Christians.  Religious 
violence  in  K^o  was  provoked  by  earlier  clcishes  in  the  town  of 
Yelwa,  in  the  Nigerian  state  of  Plateau.  In  February,  Islamic  mili¬ 
tants  attacked  Christians  participating  in  morning  devotions  in  a 
Yelwa  church  tind  killed  48  worshipers,  including  Pastor  Samson 
Bukar.  Two  months  later,  Christians  and  other  groups  attacked 
Muslims  in  Yelwa.  An  estimated  350  Muslims  died  and  anotfier  250 
disappeared  in  that  clash,  according  to  police  and  press  reports.  The 
inciaent,  in  turn,  sparked  the  assamts  on  Christians  in  Kano  that  are 
the  subj^  of  the  recent  government  report.  Christians  may  well 
face  more  violence  in  Kano  this  year.  At  a  news  conference  cm  Dec. 
21,  the  state  information  commissicmer  in  Kano,  Alhaii  Abubakar 
Garba  Yusuf,  revealed  that  government  security  agents  nave  uncov¬ 
ered  plans  by  Muslim  militants  to  attack  Christians  and  bum  down 
churdies  in  order  to  force  tfie  observance  of  Islamic  law  in  the  state.

I  shook  her  hand,  introduced 
nwself,  and  knelt  down  in  front 
of  her  so'  I  could  visit  with  this 
precious,  little  aging  lady. 

She  asked  me  again,  "Now 
what  is  your  name?"  I  said, 
"Jim."  She  said,  "J-i-m?"  I 
reswnded,  "Yes,  ma'am!"  She 
replied,  "And  what  is  your  last 
name?"  1  told  her  again  and 
spelled  it  for  her.  Then  we  ear¬ 
ned  on  a  conversation.  I  asked 
her  about  her  Bible  which  she 
could  readily  put  her  hand  on 
and  she  proceeded  to  tell  me  that 
this  one,  a  large  print,  she  had 
already  read  several  times.  1 
asked  her  wh^n  she  was  saved 
and  immediately  she  began  to 
tell  me  about  when  she  met  Jesus 
at  11  years  of  age.  Can  you  imag¬ 
ine  103  years  ago  and  her  vivid 
memories  of  meeting  Jesus  were 
as  clear  as  though  it  were  yester¬ 
day?

continues  to  live  in  the  joy  of 
our  wonderful  Christ?"  If  folks 
just  knew  and  sometimes  if 
those  of  us  who  know  that  we 
know  Jesus  would  just  keep 
before  us  that  He  is  the  answer 
to  life's  dilemmas  and  the  sub¬ 
stance  of  life's  joys. 

Another  lesson  I  learned 
from  Betty  Wilson  that  she  sees 
as  a  contributing  factor  of  her 
long  life  is  that  she  obeyed  her 
parents.  She  says  that  her  par¬ 
ents  could  hardly  get  the  words 
out  of  their  mouths  until  her  feet 
were  mov'ing  and  doing  what 
they  told  her  to  do.  Isn't  that  a 
beautiful  truth  lived  out  in  the 
life  of  a  woman  who  is  114  years 
old?  It  is  as  the  Scripture  says 
and  the  commandment  de¬ 
clares,  "Honor  thy  father  and 
thy  mother  that  thy  days  may  be 
long  on  the  earth"  (Exodus 
20:12).  It  is  the  first  command¬ 
ment  with  a  promise. 

You  don't  have  to  visit  with 
hc;r  for  long  until  vou  realize 
that  she  has  that  kind  of  spirit.  It 
is  more  than  just  actions.  It  is  an 
attitude,  and  when  you  couple 
the  two  things  she  connects  to 
her  longevity  vou  begin  to  see 
that  literally  all  of  us  could  gain 


a  great  deal  from  if  we  would 
just  listen  and  heed.  Have  a  spir¬ 
it  of  love  and  obedience  toward 
the  Lord  and  have  that  same 

Suit  and  obedience  toward  the 
xl  given  authorities  in  the 
home.  In  a  world  that  in  some 
ways  almost  deifies  being 
strong-willed  and  in  a  world  in 
which  disobedience  and  some¬ 
times  just  hardheadedness  is 
ignored,  she  grew  up  with  a 
spirit  of  willing  obedience. 

One  last  lesson  she  taught 
me  was  something  that  I  saw 
and  heard  her  say.  When  I  visit¬ 
ed  in  her  home  and  had  the 
privilege  of  talking  with,  meet¬ 
ing,  and  interacting  with  her 
five  great-grandchildren,  I  was 
immediat^y  impressed.  The 
longer  we  talked  I  was  blessed 
by  the  warm,  sweet,  and  gentle 
spirit  of  her  great-grandchil¬ 
dren.  I  saw  demonstrated 
before  me,  in  ways  that  they 
never  intended  just  to  put  on 
just  as  a  show,  the  glorious  and 
infectious  nature  that  had 
touched  the  lives  of  her  circle  of 
family.  Those  around  us  cannot 
help  but  be  impacted  by  what 
we  say  and  even  more  impor¬ 
tantly  by  who  we  are. 

As  I  prepared  to  leave  her 
room  I  thanked  her  for  being 
such  a  blessing  to  my  life  that 
day.  She  told  me  that  she  was 
just  one  little  small  light  but 
she  added,  "Just  one  little 
candle  can  light  up  a  whole 
room.  All  I  want  to  do  is  let 
my  light  shine. 

I  trust  that  the  Lord  will 
give  her  many  more  years  to  do 
what  she  is  doing  because  her 
life  is  making  a  difference.  May 
each  of  us  go  and  do  likewise.
